I have stated 
many times in the senate that tax 
exempt securities are the last and final 
refuge thru which the overly rich 
ran escape taxes. There are some 
30.000 million dollars of stub now out 
in the country. That avenue of esbnpe 
should be closed. I have introduced a 
proposed constitutional amendment to 
this effect in this and in previous ses¬ 
sions of congress since I ennu* to the 
senate 17 years ago. Today I have 
reasonable assurance that cotigres- 
wlll net on tin* submission of such an 
amendment to the states and that we 
will get the action at this session. I

There 
Is plenty of fresh air to be had on 
a trip and lots of sunshine and little 
j dust. This keeps the healthy person 
I well and aids the sickly person to 
regain health, and the sickly person 
I has no contact with the healthy trav- 
| elers In other automotive vehicles. The 
stimulating effect of the air forced 
against the body during automobile 
travels Is a good tonic. Germs are 
carried from the sick to the well per¬ 
son by shoe leather, not by the air 
or wind. 

It is intimate contact, such as cough¬ 
ing, sneezing and touching with the 
hands, that transfers contagious mate¬ 
rials. Happy and contented people are 
healthy folk. You see more laughs and 
smiles among automobile travelers than 
you do among the passengers in the 
staterooms of the de luxe transconti¬ 
nental trains. 

The one. thing that the person trav¬ 
eling Into "uukuown parts" should 
look out for M contamination of food 
or water. Typhoid fever and dyseu- 
terles are about the only diseases you 
need guard agalust Direct contact 
with the travelers you meet (uuless 
they have colds!) Is pretty safe. Some 
few hotels and tourist cumps ure not 
what they should be. but so many are 
good that there is no excuse for put¬ 
ting up with one that has not the best 
sanitary conveniences. 

Do not buy milk unless It Is pas¬ 
teurized. And do not stop by the road¬ 
side to driuk from a spring unless 
there Is a notice by a state health 
department that the water has been 
analyzed uud found fit Eat plenty ol 
fruit and vegetables, and not many 
sweets, and you'll come home vastly 
Improved by the outing.
